Notice of public hearing was
published in the Enterprise Newspaper January 24 and 31, 2014. Adjacent property owners were
notified by certified mail and signs were posted on the property. The purpose of the hearing is to
hear public comment on the proposal to amend the Comprehensive Water and Sewerage Plan to
change the sewer service category from S-6D to S-3D on a 1.0 acre lot located at Tax Map 35A,
Grid 16, Parcel 14, Lot 500-17, Section 6, Town Creek Manor Subdivision. The original lot was
created in the 1950’s and the owners want to subdivide into a second lot. One transferrable
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development right will be used. The property is located in a designated growth area wherein the
Zoning Ordinance requires the connection of new development to a public sewer system.

Commissioner Russell opened the hearing for public comment. There were no public comments.
Commissioner Russell stated the record would be left open for an additional ten days to receive
public comments on this matter and closed the hearing at 10:15 am.
